Gets Out of Iowa State Penitentiary 

and Takes Gun Away From «a 

Guard.

FT. MADISON (Ia.) Sept. 7.— 
Securing permission from a barber 
house guard to get a drink of water, 
Carl McCloud, a convict, last night 
climbed the center pole of a derrick 
in the new cellhouse at the State 
Prison and slid 100 feet down a guy 
wire to the wall of the prison. From 
there he dropped to the ground. 

He alighted almost in the arms of 
a guard. The guard ordered him to 
throw up his hands and march toward 
the main entrance. McCloud com- 
plied, but after going a short dis- 
tance ‘suddenly turned, grabbed the 
rife from the guard's hand and slid 
down a forty-foot embankment. He 
has not been captured.

Military Institution to Be

Four Establishments Are to 
Be Maintained. 


College Men Show’ Interest 
in Work of Soldiers, 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 7.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Military instruction camps 
for students like that conducted at 
Gettysburg this year are to become 
regular establishments of the War 
Department. Next year there will 
be four camps instead of two and 
the work of organizing classes will 
be started at the beginning of the 
school year. 

It is planned to hold one camp 
in the Northeast, possibly im _ the 
Adirondack region, another in the 
Great Lakes section, either Northern 
Ohio or Michigan, another in the 
mountains of Virginia and one near 
the city of Monterey, Cal. These 
camps, it is believed, should be held 

a rather rough country near a lake 
for boating and where there is a 
terrain, which makes it possible to 
work out problems of an attractive 
nature. 

The camps at Gettysburg and 
Monterey, Cal, this year proved a 
success far beyond the anticipations 
of the army officers, although the 
work of organizing the camps was 
| taken up only four or five weeks be- 
fore they were opened; 249 students 
representing seventy odd educational 
institutions were in attendance. The 
students proved to be apt pupils and 
in six weeks acquired considerable 
milftary knowledge even in the short 
course of the camp. Most of them 

expressed a determination to enter 
the National Guard and it is the opin- 
ion of the War Department officials 
that these camps will do much to in- 
crease the efficiency of the militia.

Campaign to Make County 
Dads See It. 


The Board of Education through 
President Steadman and Superintend- 
ent Francis, will make a final stand 
this week before the Board of Super- 
visors in an effort to induce the 
county authorities to levy a sufficient 
tax rate to insure what is denomi- 
nated proper conduct of the city 
schools during the coming year and 


to make some improvements in the/ tracts 
‘sanitary conditions of a number of 


the school buildings. 

“I am deeply concerned over the 
possibility of a serious curtailment 
in our funds under the proposed 
levy recommended by County Super- 
intendent Keppel,” said President 
Steadman yesterday. “I do not wish 
to be considered an alarmist, yet the 
sanitary conditions at a number of 
our schools are so bad that it is by 
no means improbable that cognizance 
of them will be taken by the Board 
of Health. ly some work is 
needed in three-fourths of the schools. 
If we are limited to the levy the 8u- 
pervisors seem likely to make, this 
work cannot be done, and we wil! also 
have to exercise the most rigid econ- 
omy in every department. I have 
even expressed the fear to the board 
that the length of the term may have 
to be cut to come within our allow- 
ance. 


“I am not criticist the Supervis- 
ors. I believe that members of 
that board want to do what is right, 
but they are obsessed with the cry 
of ‘lower taxes." I do not think that 
the people of Los Angeles want lower 
taxes at the expense of the efficiency 
of their public school system, but the

“To my mind, however, the ques- 
tion of-sanitation is more important 
than all else, and it would be a calam-

DR.. LOCKE, 
FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 
UTIFUL CALIFORNIA 
SERMON A TO MOUN- 
TAIN REGIONS. 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke at the 
First Methodist Church last night 
preached his second sermon on “Beau- 
tiful California.” His theme was 
“The Thrilling Adventure of Climb- 
ing 8000 Feet Above the Level of the 
Sea in Southern California.” He said 
in part: 

“The beautiful name of California 
is fret found in a Spanish romance of 
chivalry which appeared in Madrid 
in 1570. ' The resourceful author gave 
the name to an tmaginary island far 
away to the westward which he de- 
scribed. as «a terrestial paradise 
abounding in gold and precious 
stones. 


“In 1540 the name was
